BELGIAN PROFESSOR GETS 
TWO YEARS AS ANTI-FASCIST 


Sentence Also Calls for Deporta- 
tion From Italy at End of 
Term. 

By the Associated Press. 

KOME, Sept. 2.—Leo J. Moulin, 
young’ Belgian professor, who 
was arrested here several months 
ago, today was sentenced to two 
years’ imprisonment and deporta- 
tion at the end of his term, on his 
conviction on a charge of con- 
Spiracy against the Fascist state. - 

Two co-defendants, Viccorio Al- 
basini and Arialdo Fossati, also 
were sentenced to two years. Two 
others were acquitted. 

Moulin’s arrest aroused bitter 
fecling in Belgium, and because of 
the international aspects of the 
case the defense counsel expressed 
a hope that Princess Marie Jose, 
Belgian wife of the heir apparent 
to the Italian throne, might inter- 
cede with the King to pardon Mou- 
lin. 

During the trial Moulin admit- 
ted that he had brought a trunk 
with a false bottom into Italy and 
kept in it certain documents he 
had collected for friends outside 
the country.

HOSIERY WORKERS TAKE CUT 


Employers Promise to Restore 
1929 Wage Within Year. 


By the Associated Press, 
PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 2.—The 


Philadelphia Record says 
agreement was formulated yester- 
day between national leaders of 
the hosiery industry and 
whereby workers accepted a dras- 
tic wage cut to assist hosiery mills 
to “get back on their feet.”

A tornado formed when two 
storm clouds met west of Eureka,

Trees were uprooted, farm build- 
ings demolished, windows blown 
out and telephone and telegraph 
poles knocked over. The path of 
the storm followed the southcrn 
and eastern edges of Eureka, which 
has about 800 inhabitants, and 
damage in the central portion of 
the town was slight. Three cascs 
of minor injuries were reported. 

Deputy Constable Michael 
Hance, who operates a restaurant 
in Eureka, saw the tornado form 
from the rear of his restaurant. 
He fixed the time at 5:33 p. m., 
and said the twister passed Eureka 
within a few minutes. Rain was 
not falling when the storm broke, 
but a torrential downpour followed 
immediately. 

Funnel-Shaped Cloud. 

‘“T saw two black clouds, ap- 
proaching each other,” Hance said, 
‘one from the southwest, the other 
from the northwest.

Expected to Announce 
Abandonment of Customs

By the Associated Press, 
GENEVA, Sept. 2.—Germany and 


Austria are expected to issue to- 
morrow or Friday—at least before 
the decision of the World Court—~ 
a joint declaration announcing the 
abandonment of their proposed cus- 
toms union at the request of 
France. 

Foreign Ministers Julius Curtius 
and Johann Schober, it was learned, 
probably will announce their decile 
sion before the Pan-European Com- 
mission. It is understood that the 
statement will be in such form as 


has been definitely shelved without 
going to the extreme of abject re- 
nunciation., 

It is considered an open secret 
that Austria’s financial difficulties 
did not leave her any other choice. 
A friendly attitude on the part of 
France when the question of ex- 
tending aid comes before the 
League of Nations Council is con- 
sidered of life-and-death impore 
tance to Austria. 

The World Court is expected to 
deliver on Saturday its long awaited 
decision on the matter—a decision 
that is reported to deny Austria's 
right to make such an agreement 
under the terms of the war treaties 
but upholding Germany's right to 
do so. But the question already 
will be settled and the dynamite 
in it removed. 

The League Council then will be 
able to reconvene and discuss the 
general question of customs unions 
and the specific question of attack- 
ing the Austrian financial, crisis, 
The way will also be clear, it is 
felt, for a really fruitful visit by 
Premier Laval and Foreign Minis- 
ter Briand of France to Berlin at 
the end of September. 

There are other matters on which 
Franco-American upderstanding is 
highly desirable but the opinion in 
League circles is that the amicable 
removal of the customs pact from 
the field of controversy is a most 
important step in the direction of 
the restoration of political stability 
in Europe. 

The Austro-German proposal, ad- 
vanced last March, was designed to 
facilitate the flow of trade between 
both. countries without the barrier 
of tariff restrictions.

CONSIDERING 
TAX SYSTEM AND 
REVENUE PROBLEM 


Giving Thought to Possibil- 
ity of New Levies but 
Feels It Is Too Early to 
Decide on Form to Be 
Adopted. 


RELIEF QUESTION 
ALSO IS STUDIED 


Government Wants Clearer 
Idea on What Income 
Will Be; Little Likelihood 
of Recommendation to 
This Congress.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 2.—The at- 
titude of the Hoover administration 
toward some of the problems con- 
fronting it apparently has under- 
gone a change in the last few days. 
For the first time since depression 
set in, high officials are manifest- 
ing a disposition to acknowledge 
the seriousness of the situation, and 
to admit that radical measures on 
the part of the Federal Govern- 
ment may be necessary to alleviate 
it. 

Heretofore the administration has 
maintained that prosperity was 
“just around the corner.” It has 
been against all proposals of di- 
rect Federal relief for the unem- 
ployed and needy, and has declined 
to consider the possibility of an 
early and substantial increase in 
taxes. Now it is showing an incli- 
nation to modify that position. 

For one thing, it is now definite- 
ly acknowledged that, although 
prosperity may be “just around the 
corner,” nobody Knows how long 
it will remain in that retreat. The 
administration professes to see 
some rifts in the clouds, but it is 
not relying on them. It has been 
fooled so often that it has lost 
confidence in rifts. 

Position on the “Dole.” 

Although still opposed to what 
is vaguely described as a Federal 
“dole,” the administration now 
takes the position that no humane 
government would permit its citi- 
zens to freeze or starve, and it does 
not appear to have any objection 
to a “dole” so long as cities and 
states bear the cost. 

Also, it is known that the admin- 
istration now is considering the 
possibility of a tax increase. True, 
it is merely considering the possi- 
bility. Officials still hold that it is 
too early to decide on additional 
taxes or what form they should 
take. 

They believe that any decision 
must be reserved until the Govern- 
ment gets a clearer idea of.what 
its income will be this year, and 
what it will spend. But they admit 
that the time has come to think 
about it. 

The income tax and corporation 
tax provide a very large part of 
the Government's revenue. The ad- 
ministration considers these as be- 
ing largely “taxes on profits.” 
When profits decline, so do the 
taxes derived from them, Believ- 
ing that profits are facing an un- 
certain future, the administration 
is uncertain what the tax yield will 
be, and whether the profits will 
stand additional taxes. What the 
administration is thinking about 
inheritance taxes, if anything, has 
not been disclosed recently. 

% Position of Mellon. 

Some time ago. Secretary of 
the Treasury Mellon spoke about 
“broadening the tax base” by find- 
ing new sources of revenue. He 
hinted definitely at the possibility 
of a Federal gasoline tax, and his 
remarks also were accepted to 
mean that he favored lowering the 
exemptions on income taxes. 

A majority of the states derive 
a large part of their revenue from 
gasoline taxes, and an invasion of 
this field by the Federal] Govern- 
ment undoubtedly would arouse 
bitter resentment among the state 
governments.

$396,365,000 Deficit Piled Up in 
Two Months, 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 2?.—In the 
62 days of the new fiscal year, the 
Government has rolled up a deficit 
of $396,365,000. 

This was recorded today by the 
daily Treasury statement. Just two 
months ago the Treasury ended the 
1931 fiscal year with a deficit of 
$903,000,000. This was wiped out 
by an addition to the public debt 
and the Government started the 
new year with a clean slate. 
Chairman Wood of the House 
Appropriations Committee, which 
passes on the allocation of funds 
to the Government departments, 
said today Federal expenditures for 
the next fiscal year would be cut 
drastically and that he wanted to 
Start with the Army and Navy. 
“Why in Heaven's name should 
we build our Navy up to the treaty 
limits when it will have nothing to 
do after we have built it?” Wood 
asked. 

During the first 62 days of the 
new fiscal year $144,000,000 more 
was spent than during the same 
period of last yedr. The Treasury 
statement as of Aug. 31 showed 
that in the two months the Goyern.- 
ment income had amounted to 
$230,399,151 and expenditures were 
$626,764,751. 

The receipts from all sources 
were only about $11,000,000 less 
than in the first two months of 
last year, but the increased expen- 
ditures brought the deficit for the 
two months to $156,000,000 more 
than the deficit in the same period 
@ year ago. 

The chief Increase in the ex- 
penses was in the fund which in- 
cludes money spent in carrying on 
the public building and public 
works program. The postal de- 
ficiency for two months doubled 
as compared with that for the same 
period a year ago. 

On the receipt side of the ledger 
income taxes dropped $9,000,000 to

Holt and Chancellor J. Sam Wil- 
liams of Harrison and H. A.

McClellan, an attorney, is a 
grandson of Mrs. Bettie Otey Ander- 
son, mentioned in Hugh Campbell's 
will as his cousin. The will left 
the household goods at 1508 Locust 
street in equal shares to Mrs, An- 
derson’s children, but directed that 
they be kept in the home until aft- 
er the death of Hazlett Campbell. 

After Hazlett Campbell’s death, 
his brother’s estate, under the will, 
with the exception of four specific 
bequests to&aling $63,500, is to go 
to Yale University for the erection 
of a building in memory of the 
testator’s brother, James Alexan- 
der Campbell, who died in 1890, 
eight years after he was graduated 
from Yale. 

The three Campbell brothers in 
1885 received in equal shares the 
$1,200,000 estate of their father, 
Robert Campbell, St. Louis fur 
dealer and Indian trader.

Lowell Bayles Sets Unofficial 
Land Plane Record, 286 
Miles an Hour.

Lowell Bayles of Springfield, Mass., 
who rode a strong wind to attain 
an unofficial record speed of 286 
miles an hour one way over aone- 
mile course and averaged 267.342 
miles an hour in four dashes at the 
National Air Races yesterday, said 
today he would make several 
changes in his plane in an effort 
to break the world record for land 
planes, 278.48 miles an hour, set in 
1924 by a Frenchman, Warrant

Bayles’ ship, novel in its design 
because of its stubby proportions, 
is a low-wing monoplane with an 
overall length of 15 feet. The pilot 
peers out of a transparent, stream- 
lined hood that shields the cockpit.

Paul Derringer, the young richt- 
hander, who is establishing such an 
impressive record in his first sea- 
s0n as a major leaguer, has been 
returned winner in four of his com- 
plete battles by a margin of one 
run. He has lost once. Grimes has 
won three and lost two; Johnson 
has a 2-2 record, while Haines has 
won one complete battle by one 
run. Bill Hallahan was beaten, 4-3, 
by the Robins June 27, when he 
went the route, while he beat the 
Giants, 6-5. In the other 25 bat- 
ties in which the Cardinals either 
won or lost by one run, Gabby 
Street called on one or more 
itchers.

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ROMOTERS never seem to : 


tire of Jack Sharkey, at 
whose door Opportunity has 
been banging for several years. 
Although he boots his important 
chances with even greater regu- 
larity than Young Stribling, Jack \ 
is always in demand by “big: 
shot” boxing promoters. 

Today Sharkey is “in again,” 
it having been announced that 
he will meet Primo Carnera, the 
“biggest show on earth,” as far 
as the fight circus goes. This 
match is the plum for which all 
the big boys have been angling, 
as Prime Beef is considered the 
best drawing card since Dempsey, 
régardiess of what one thinks of 
his fighting ability. 

Whatever the outcome, 
Sharkey will feather his nest 
warmly against the coming win- 
ter. And it will have to be a 
mean stock market that can drag 
Jack down to the red ink. 


Another Chance for Sharkey. 
ESIDES the financial plum, 


the Carnera bout also offers 
Jack a chance to rehabilitate 
himself fistically and to demand 
a title fight from Schmeling. 
That chance will present itself 
if Sharkey proves able to defeat 
decisively or knock out the Man 
Mountain. 

The chance that he will ac- 
complish this seems reasonably 
rosy. Jack may be able to fill 
the Carnera landscape with so 
many gloves that Primo won't be 
able to see anything but his fin- 
ish. However, Sharkey’s fists 
have no dynamite in them: and 
the Man Mountain, who laughed 
off everything that big George 
Godfrey could hang him to the 
head and body, need hardly fear 
the popgun patter of the sailor's 
leather. In the 15 rounds Jack is 
likely to become ennuied by his 
failure to hurt his foe; and when 
Sharkey gets discouraged he does 
a g00d job of it. Primo might 
then come on and win. 

It would do the fight game a 
world of good if the big fellow 
could pop Sharkey one on the 
cabeza and knock him cold. What 
the boxing game needs is a con- 
vincer, not a boaster.

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TERM; GETS LIFE 
FOR $203 HOLDUP 


William Smith, Thrice Con- 
victed of Felonies, Is 
Found Guilty of Fourth 
in Laundry Robbery. 


William Smith, three times con- 
victed of felonies, was sentenced to 
life imprisonment yesterday when a 
jury in Circuit Judge Pearcy’s court 
found him guilty of a fourth, the 


$203 holdup of Old St. Louis Laun- 
dry Co., 1040 Victor street. 

Smith rejected an offer of the 
Circuit Attorney’s office to recom- 
mend a 20-year sentence if he 
would plead guilty, and chose to 
stand trial, but offered no defense. 
He was identified by two eye-wit- 
nesses, and police introduced a con- 
fession he signed shortly after his 
arrest. 

The jury deliberated an hour and 
15 minutes before returning its ver- 
dict. The life sentence was manda- 
tory, as the habitual criminal act, 
under which Smith was charged, 
provides that the maximum pen- 
alty must be imposed when the de- 
fendant has a previous conviction. 
Robbery with a deadly weapon, the 
offense charged to Smith, is pun- 
ishable by death, but the State did 
not ask for that penalty. 

Smith was identified by Fred C. 
Winkle, bookkeeper at the laundry, 
and by Miss Ruth Jirik, a clerk, as 
one of the two robbers who took 
$203 from the laundry safe last 
April 16. 

Winkle and Miss Jirik obtained 
revolvers after the robbers left and 
fired several shots at them as they 
ran through an alley. Smith and 
his companion jumped into a wait- 
ing taxicab and escaped, but were 
arrested about 15 minutes later by 
police in a radio-equipped car, who 
had received word of the robbery 
through the Police Headquarters 


Smith’s companion, William Har- 
ris, who had no previous criminal 
‘record, was sentenced to 10 years 
|in the penitentiary when he pleaded 
guilty last June 5. 

Smith, who is 43 years old, was 
convicted of burglary in 1913 and 
served two terms in Michigan, one 
in 1925 for violation of the Harri- 
son narcotic law and one in 1927 
for trespassing. He was willing, 
the Circuit Attorney's office said, 
to accept a 15-year term for the 
laundry robbery, but balked at 20 


years.

NEW TRIAL DENIED 
ON POLICY ISSUED 
FOR PIONEER FIRM 


Continental Life to Appeal 
From $3500 Verdict on 


Risk Taken Through}: 


Auto Service Company. 


The application for a new trial 
of @ suit based on an accident in- 
surance policy furnished by the 


Pioneer Automobile Service Co., to 
purchasers of its service contracts, 
was denied yesterday by Circuit 
Judge McElhinney at Clayton. 

He had had the motion under 
advisement since April 7, when a 
jury returned a verdict for $3500 
in favor of the plaintiff. Attor- 


"| neys for the defendant had served 


notice they would appeal if a new 
trial was denied. 

Former Mayor Henry W. Kiel, 
president of the Board of Police 
Commissioners, is president of the 
Pioneer company. The vice presi- 
dent is Charles U. Becker, Secre- 
tary of State and candidate for the 
Republican nomination for Gover- 
nor. Neither owns a substantial 
interest in the firm, but their 
names are featured in its promo- 
tiin. Other officers of the com- 
pany, which is located at 4919 
Delmar boulevard, are Morris 
Goldberg and Carl and Raymond 
Rodin. They are the principal 
owners. 

The suit tried before Judge Mc- 
Elhinney was brought by Mrs. 
Mary E. Trail as administratrix 
of the estate of her brother, W. 
M. Mattocks, killed by an automo- 
bile July 18, 1927. 

Paid $29.50 for Policy. 

Mattocks, a farmer who livell 
near Davis, Mo., had paid $29.50 
to the Pioneer company for one of 
its two-year service contracts a 
year and a half before his death. 
The contract covered emergency 
repairs and other services connect- 
ed with operation of an automo- 
bile, and included an agreement to 
furnish an insurance policy cover- 
ing personal accident “up to the 
sum of $5000.” 

A one-year policy was given to 
Mattocks when he paid for his 
two-year contract. At the end of 
the year the Pioneer company 
wrote to him offering to renew the 
policy if he would indicate his de- 
sire for it, but no reply had been 
received when he was killed. 

The contract of the Pioneer com- 
pany referred to insurance protec- 
tion “up to $5000” and mentioned 
weekly payments to be made to the 
policy holder if he should be dis- 
abled by injury. However, the pol- 
icy itself, written by the Continen- 
tal Life Insurance Co., limited the 
death benefit according to the type 
of accident, providing much small- 
er payments for deaths resulting 
from common types of accidents. 
Mattocks was killed when walking 
on a public highway, a sort of ac- 
cident for which the policy provid- 
ed a $500 payment. The $5000 
maximum was to be paid only if a 
policyholder should die as a result 
of injuries in the wreck of a rail- 
road train, steamboat or street car 
on which he was a_  fare-paying 
passenger. 

Paragraph Under Question. 

Attorneys for Mattocks’ estate 
sued for $5000, contending the lan- 
guage of the Pioneer contract, if 
not of the Continental insurance 
policy, indicateq that $5000 was 
to be paid for death in any sort 
of accident, and that the smaller 
benefits were to be paid for non- 
fatal injuries. The paragraph of 
the contract referred to follows: 

The Pioneer Automobile Serv- 

ice Co., as a protection to the 

member, will furnish free a 
Travel Pedestrian Policy in the 
Continental Life Insurance Co., 
covering personal accident to the 
member up to the sum of $5000, 
and a weekly indemnity of $10 
per week. for 15 consecutive 
weeks. 

When all of the evidence had 
been heard, Jesse W. Barrett, gen- 
eral counsel for the Pioneer com- 
pany and former Attorney-General, 
moved that either his company or 
the insurance company be removed 
as a defendant. 

If the Pioneer company had act- 
ed as agent for the insurance com- 
pany, he contended, the insurance 
company alone should be defend- 
ant, and if the Pioneer had acted 
not as the agent of the insurance 
company, then the Continental 
could not be a defendant. Quoting 
from the Pioneer contract the offer 
to furnish “a Travel Pedestrian 
Policy in the Continental Life In- 
surance Co.,” Barrett argued that 
in offering a specific policy in a 
specified company, the Pioneer be- 
came the agent of that company. 
On that showing R. J. Lahey, at- 
torney for Mrs, Trail, dismissed the 
case so far as the Pioneer cdom- 
pany was concerned. The jury's 
verdict was against the Continental 
Life Insurance Co. 

Similar Policy Still Offered. 

The Pioneer company continues 
to offer to its subscribers a similar 
policy written by another company 
in which the maximum benefit is 
$10,000. Its one-year contracts are 
sold for $17, two-year for $20.50 
and life memberships for $100. 

The company not only features 
men conspicuous in public life on 
its staff of officers, but in its pro- 
motion material presents a list of 
“prominent officials and business 
men” who are life members. A 
number 6f such memberships were 
distributed gratuitously. The pres- 
ence of several Judges and prose-

in Manufacture of Ferti- 
lizer.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 2.—The 
first fruits of President Hoover’s 


éndeéavor to find a private lessee 
of the Government’s $175,000,000 
plant at Muscle Shoals were picked 


the President’s Muscle Shoals Com- 
mission to submit bids, only seven 
had résponded when the bids were 
opened yesterday. It was stated 
that only two of these were in 
specific terms, and apparently they 
were not taken very seriously. 
This apathetic reaction appar- 
ently was explained by the com- 
mission's action in informing pros- 
pective bidders that it was princi- 
pally interested in having the plant 
used to manufacture fertilizer. It 
is recognized that the plant’s 
greatest value consists in its power 
generating facilities, and for more 
than 10 years large power interests 
have waged an incessant campaign 
for possession of it. The commis- 
sion’s insistence on fertilizer manu- 
facture apparently had a tendency 
to discourage them. 

Moreover, members of the large 
group in Congress which advocates 
Government manufacture and dis- 
tribution of power at the plant 
have long contended that it has 
become obsolete for the commer- 
cial manufacture of fertilizer, the 
nitrate process available there 
having been supplanted by later 
and more economical methods. 
This apparently had an effect on 
the chemical companies. 

Decision Up to Congress. 

S. F. Hobb, an Alabama lawyer, 
is chairman of the commission ap- 
pointed by President Hoover. It 
has no real authority, since the 
final disposition of the plant rests 
with Congress. Its ostensible func- 
tion is to solicit bids which may be 
considered at the next session. 
After the seven were opened yester- 
day, Chairman Hobbs was asked 
what the commission would do 
next. 

“We are going over to the White 
House to get our orders, and see 
what else the President has on his 
mind,” he replied. 

Following the commission’s visit 
to the White House, Hobbs said the 
President had reiterated his opposi- 
tion to Government operation of 
the property as a power plant in 
terms that were “reminiscent of’ 
his message vetoing the Norris bill 
providing for such operation. Hobbs 
also announced it had been decided 
to extend indefinitely the time for 
receiving bids. He said many com- 
panies had indicated a desire to 
submit bids later, and that some of 
those submitting bids had asked 
permission to revise or elaborate 
their terms. So it was decided to 
hold the door open. 

“Our hands are not tied,” he add- 
ed. “Our job is to devise a plan 
for putting the plant in operation.” 

This left the impression that the 
commission might relent in its in- 
sistence on fertilizer manufacture 
as the prime object of operation, 
thus affording electric power com- 
panies an opportunity to bid for the 
plant for its power facilities. This 
impression was heightened by his 
disclosure that the commission 
considers the proposed new facili- 
ties at Cove Creek as “an integral 
part of the Muscie Shoals plant.” 

It is recognized that the Cove 
Creek site is important mainly for 
its power possibilities. 

Alabama Power a Bidder. 

It was learned that the two defi- 
nite bids opened yesterday were 
from the Chemical Development 
Co. of New York, and the Davison 
Chemical Co. of Baltimore, Other 
bidders were the Alabama Power 
Co., which has been among the 
most - aggressive seekers of the 
power plant; the Tennessee Electric 
Power Co., F. EB. Castleberry of 
Shreveport; Lioyd H. Smith of Bat- 
tle Creek, Mich; and Baily Furnace 
of Canton, O. 

After the commission's decision 
to hold the bidding open, it was 
learned that a bid probably would 
be obtained from the Union Carbide 
Co., which was disclosed last year

POPE AND MUSSOLINI MAKE 
PEACE IN CONTROVERSY OVER 
CHURCH’S YOUTH CLUBS 


Catholic Action Societies to Reopen, but They 
Must Keep Out of Sports, Politics 


and Labor Questions. 


ROME, Sept. 2.—A final accord 
was reached by Pope Pius XI and 
Premier Mussolini today in their 
three-month controversy over the 
dissolution of Catholic .Action 
Clubs. The Catholic youth organi- 
zations are allowed to resume their 
activities but are restricted to pure- 
ly religious endeavors. It is spe- 
cifically stated there shall be no 
sports or athictics in the Catholic 
clubs, and ‘no intrusion intd the 
syndical or trades union fields. 

It was agreed that local church 
associations must limit them- 
selves to educational and recrea- 
tional activities with religious ends 
in view. 

This agreement, regarded by 
each side as a victory, might be 
considered as a compromise. It 
reopens 15,000 clubs closed three 
months ago but emphasizes the re- 
striction already in the Concordat 
that Catholic Action clubs shall be 
purely religious. It clarifies brief 
phrases of the Concordat. 

The agreement automatically re- 
establishes the condition whereby 
Italians may belong both to Catho- 
lic Action organizations and the 
Fascist party. The Fascist party 
early in the controversy issued an 
order declaring membership in the 
two organizations was incompat- 
ible. :

Mussolini May Visit Pope. 

It was thought possible that the 
settlement, in which the Jesuit Fa- 
ther Tacchi Verturi served as in- 
termediary between the Pope and 
Mussolini, might publicly be sealed 
by Mussolini’s making the Pope a 
long deferred visit. 

Mussolini had been expected to 
visit the Pope after the Lateran 
treaty and concordat were signed, 
as did King Victor Emmanuel and 
the royal family, but the contro- 
versy developed soon and the of- 
ficial call was never mentioned. 

Disturbances developed May 30, 
when Fascist students began a se- 
ries of nation-wide demonstrations 
that lasted three days until Musso- 
lini called a halt to the violence. 
There were alleged invasions of 
extra-territorial Vatican properties 
in Rome and destruction of club 
headquarters in several cities. 

Both the Pope and Mussolini 
have indicated a desire to have 
control of Italian youth. 

Satisfaction with the accord was 
expressed editorially today by the 
Vatican organ, Osservatore Ro- 
mano, which said: 

“We have the great consolation 
of publishing an accord reached 
that will cheer all Catholics of the 
world and, as it declares the satis- 
faciion of the one and of the other 
party, all should have confidence 
that the causes of sadness of His 
Holiness’ paternal heart will not be

The Communist . party organ 
singled out a new United States 
customs regulation, effective the 
first of next year, dealing with the 
importation of products of forced 
labor, as directed against Soviet 
Russia. 

“The United States Covernment,” 
it says, “continuously forms a bar- 
rier to the development of Soviet 
trade.” 

Noting a decided tendency to- 
ward strengthening trade relations 
rwith Soviet Russia in other parts 
of the world, the editorial says that 
Soviet imports are inextricably re- 
lated to exports and the quantity 
of one depends on the quantity: of 
the other. “Those opposed to 
trade with Soviet Russia are thick 
witted to think that Soviet imports 
from the United States will be in- 
creased if its exports decrease,” the 
newspaper says. 


GANDHI APPEALS FOR PEACE 
IN INDIA DURING HIS ABSENCE 


Urges Followers to Remove “Four- 
fold Curse of Drink, Drugs, 
Foreign Cloth, Untouchability.”’

SS. RAJPUTANA, Sept. 2?.—Ma- 
hatma Gandhi, voyaging through 
the Arabian Sea on the way to the 
second round table conierence in 
London, appealed to the Indian 
people today to be peaceirul while 
he was away. 

“Now that I am drawing away 
from India’s shores,” he said, “let 
me appeal to the Indian people to 
preserve absolutely a nonviolent at- 
mosphere during my absence. 

“Let them follow out the con- 
structive program of the congress; 
namely, to remove the fourfold 
curse of drink, drugs, foreign cloth 
and untouchability. Let them re- 
vive the village industry of hand- 
spinning and promote unity among 
all classes, which is indispensable 
to India’s freedom. 

“T also appeal to Englishmen, 
including officials, to trust the con- 
gress. and Congressmen if they real- 
ly believe power must pass from 
them to India.” 


CEPPCLIN WELCOMED IN 
PERNAMBUCO, BRAZIL 


Graf Scheduled to Start Back 
Tomorrow for Ninth Atlantic 
Crossing. 


By the Associated Press. 
PERNAMBUCO, Brazil, Sept. 2. 


—The Graf Zeppelin was the cen- 
ter of an admiring throng today 
after completing a 5000-mile non- 
stop flight across the South At- 
lantic from Germany on schedbile. 

Dr. Hugo Eckener brought the 
airship to the mooring mast at 6:10 
o’clock last night, within 20 min- 
utes of his estimated time for the 
cruise, He figured the Graf had 
traveled 5003 miles in 72 hours at 
an average speed of about 70 miles 
an hour. The ship left Friedrichs- 
aafen Saturday night. 

The airport crew, assisted by a 
company of soldiers, tied up the 
Zeppelin on a rain-soaked field 
eight miles from here and the crew 
and 13 passengers descended to 
earth for the first time in three 
days. The Provincial Governor and 
his staff boarded the dirigible to 
look it over, and all went to leading 
hotels for a welcoming celebration. 

The airship is scheduled to leave 
tomorrow night on the return trip 
to Friedrichshafen and ninth cross- 
ing of the Atlantic. 


HITLER WOULD RE-MAP FRANCE 


Paris Papers Print What Purports 
to Be His Plan, ,

PARIS, Sept. 2.—The newspapers 
Figaro and Ami du Peuple today 
reproduced on their front pages a 
new map of France aitributed to 
Adolf Hitler, the German Nation- 
alist, who has opposed the present 
German Government’s policy of 
Franco-German rapprochement.

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GOV. CAULFIELD TO APPOINT 
UNEMPLOYMENT COMMITTEE 


State Supervisory Body Probably 
Will Co-operate With Local 
Organization. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 2.— A 
State committee to set up and sup- 
ervise an organization for unem- 
ployment relief in Missouri, prob- 
ably through co-operation with lo- 
cal agencies, will be appointed by 
Gov. Caulfield within the next 
week or 10 days. 

The Governor has not determined 
whom he will appoint on the com- 
mittee, but has been working on 
the plan since he was visited this 
week by a representative of Walter 
S. Gifford, national relief director. 
The State has no funds available 
for unemployment relief, the Gov- 
ernor says, and some means will 
have to be worked out for financ- 
ing work of the State committee. 

“Since the State has no appro- 
priation available at this time,” he 
said, “my idea is that the actual 
work probably will have to be done 
locally, through existing agencies or 
local unemployment relief commit- 
tees to be formed in cach, com- 
munity. Methods will have to be 
devised for raising necessary funds. 

“The State Committtee will work 
out the general organization plans 
and supervise the work. A realiza- 
tion of conditions and the necessity 
for relief during the winter must be 
aroused.

HANKOW, Sept. 2.—Many flood 


refugees were drowned in Hankow, 
Wuchang and Hanyang today dur- 


ing a sevcre windstorm, adding to 
the previous death total of £50,- 
000 in the tri-cities due to flood, 
starvation and exposure. The death 
toll has increased daily despite the 
slow fall of the Yangtze River. 

President Chiang Kai-shek esti- 
mated that unprecedented floods 
in several provinces of the last four 
weeks had brought more than 69,- 
000,000 Chinese to the verge of 
starvation. Huving completed his 
mspection of this area the Presi- 
dent- departed bw gunboat for 
Nanking after personally donating 
250 tons of rice to the refugees. 

In a proclamation he urged na- 
tional unity in the face of the un- 
paralleled scries of disasters. 

“The relentless floods are such 
that the distress and agonies of our 
people are almost unparalleled in 
the history of mankind,” said the 
proclamation. “The number of our 
hapless compatriots reduced to the 
vérge of death by starvation must 
exceed 560,000,000. The combina- 
tion of woes with which man and 
[nature are afflicting China is not 
an ordinary crisis but involves the 
very life of the nation. 

“All Chinese therefore must rise 
together to unite to save the coun- 
try. How can further fraticidal 
warfare, inevitably leading to com- 
plete ruin, be tolerated at this 
time?” 


100,000 Persons Reported Drownea 
in Northern Kiangsu. 
By the Associated Press. 
SHANGHAI, Sept. 2.—American 


missionaries estimated today that 
at least 100,000 persons had pere- 
ished in the flood waters of North- 
ern Kiangsu Provinve and that 
probably ~2,000,000 others were 
+doomed to die there of starvation 
and exposure. 

Arriving here from the devastat- 
ed area, they said the flood caused 
by the breaking of dikes along the 
Grand Canal reached its crest last 
week, just as the country was re- 
ceiving first reports of the enorm- 
ous loss of life and property in the 
overflow of the Yangtze River 600 
miles inland.

Conditions in Electrical Industry.

Because of business conditions, which are hardly 
any worse with them than they are with most em- 
ployers, the approximately 60 insurance companies 
writing workmen’s compensation insurance in Mis- 
souri are asking increases in rates averaging 4 per 
cent for the whole rate schedule. They are asking 
also for one new rate schedule because of amend- 
ments to the compensation law by the 1931 Legisla- 


ture, The proposals are as follows: 

1. An increase averaging 3 per cent as an 
emergency measure, due to business conditions 
which have fesulted in reductions in the amount 
of insurance carried by industry and accompany- 
ing reduction in the total premiums collected, and 
because of an increase in the number of claims. 
One argument advanced in connection with the 
assertion of increased claims is that many men 
out of employment are attempting to establish 
claims for injuries which would not otherwise 
have been made. 

2. A separate increase averaging 1 per cent, 
because of an amendment to the law by the 1931 
Legislature, which places the maximum that may 
be awarded to the injured workmen for medical 
attention and hospital bills, at $750 for a period of 
90 days. This amendment is effective Sept. 14. 
(The award for doctor and hospital bills, of 
course, is separate from and in addition to any 
award for the injury.) The present law fixes a 
maximum of $250 for medical attention, etc., for 
a 60-day period. 

3. The companies also are asking for an addi- 
tional rate, varying from 1 cent to 60 cents, ac- 
cording to the classification of workmen, for oc- 
cupational disease insurance, under an amend- 
ment by the 1931 Legislature, effective Sept. 14. 
This change in the law gives employers the op- 
tion of carrying occupational disease insurance, 
if they wish. The present law does not cover oc- 
cupational disease awards. This insurance will 
cover a considerable number of occupational dis- 
eases, such as lead poisoning contracted by paint- 
ers, or employes in battery plants. 


No estimate has been made of the cost to employ: 
ers if the companies are given aN they ask. None 
can be made accurately for the reason that there 
is no way of determining in how many cases the 
bills for medical attention and hospitalization will

reach the maximum of $750; nor can it be deter- 
mined in advance (1) how many employers will 
elect to carry the occupational disease coverage; (2) 
just what will be the effect of the depression on the 
amount of insurance, carried in the future or (3) how 
much more the premium collections will fall off. 

It is, however, estimated by Insurance Department 
experts that the two increases sought (3 per cent 
and 1 per cent), if granted, will cost employers car- 
rying such insurance at least $250,000 a year, based 
on the present volume, and possibly more. This fig- 
ure is exclusive, of course, of additional cost for 
whatever amount of occupational disease insurance 
the employers elect to carry. 

A hearing was held before Insurance Superintend- 
ent Joseph B. Thompson last Aug. 25. Representa- 
tives of the Associated Industries of Missouri, a dis- 
gruntled ex-ally of the insurance companies, and 


of several individual industries appeared to oppose 
the proposed increases. Thompson may make his de- 
cision on the ‘rates the latter part of this week. So 
far the companies have not furnished the department 
with any definite figures, based on Missouri experi- 
ence, to support the proposed increases. The compa- 
nies have said they would produce such information, 
and the department has made two requests that it 
be supplied; but so far definite proofs, in facts and 
figures applicable to Missouri operations, have not 
been forthcoming. 

The new schedules sought by the companies’ rep- 
resent the judgment of the companies on what may 
be the effect of business.conditions and the changes 
in the law, rather than a rate structure built up 
from actual experience. In this anticipation of what 
may happen to them,.and the request for rate in- 
creases based on the companies’ anticipation, the 


of basing rates on actual experience. The regular 
practice is to submit schedules based on actual op- 
erating results for a period of years. The Missouri 
law became operative early in 1927. In this case, ac- 
cording to the department experts, the companies are 
using 1929 experience and adding to it an increase 
of about 4 per cent, which is based only on the judg- 
ment of the rateemaking bureau of the companies as 
to what may happen, plus a new schedule of rates 
based on their judgment of what may happen under 
the optional law on occupational disease. 

In December, 1930, soon after defeat of the State 
insurance proposal, the companies asked for an in- 
crease in compensation insurance rates averaging 11 
per cent. Then, in the face of vigorous protests, they 
backed down to a proposal for increases averaging 
2.4 per cent. They then flopped again by filing a 
third schedule asking 5.7 per cent. 

In that case Supt. Thompson authorized’ increases 
for eight classifications and ordered reductions in 
six classifications, the increases offsetting the re- 
ductions, so that the net effect was no increase in 
the total premium collections. There are approxi- 
mately 700 classifications in the rate schedule and 
the. annual premium collections from these classi- 
fications have been between $6,500,000 and $7,000,000. 

Last June, however, in response to further re- 
quests by the companies for increases, based on in- 
creased claims and dropping off of premiums, 
Thompson made rate‘revisions in 44 classifications, 
the net result of which was an average increase of 
slightly less than 4 per cent for the whole rate 
structure. 

In view of the extraordinary nature of the applli- 
cation for the increase in rates, the department 
would be justified in denying it until such time as 
the experience of the companies can be submitted as 
justification of it. To grant the increase can only 
be to make state compensation insurance, the cost of 
which would be far under the present rates in Mis- 
souri, even more attractive the next time it comes up. 


NICHOLAS M. BELL. 

Probably the one thing that will keep the mem- 
ory of the late Nicholas M. Bell green in the minds 
of St. Louisans is his connection with the purchase 
of the land which is now Forest Park. He was a 
member of the State Legislature when the bills were 
passed authorizing the purchase by the city of St. 
Louis of more than a thousand acres for a park. 

There was great opposition to the project among 
Pproperty owners in St. Louis, a group of whom at- 
tacked the first bill in the courts. It was finally de- 
clared unconstitutional by the Supreme Court. An- 
other bill, with the objectionable features eliminated, 
was passed by the Legislature and was declared 
valid by the Supreme Court. It took a great deal of 
persistent effort to push the movement to success. 
Hiram W. Leffingwell was the leader, and he was 
assisted by the men who subsequently became the 
first park commissioners—Andrew McKinley, who 
was the first president of the board; Ansy] Phillips, 
John J. Fitzwilliams, Peter’ G. Gerhart, and John 
O’Fallon Farrar. The tract of land first purchased 
consisted of 1374.94 acres, to which a small acreage 
was added. Mr. Bell was very helpful in getting the 
enabling act through the Legislature. 

The men who conceived this project and carried 
it to termination were far-sighted. They obtained 
for St. Louis the second largest park in the United 
States. Located about four miles from the court- 
house, it was then in the far suburbs. The park is 
now in the heart of the city. We can say without 
fear of contradiction that it is the city’s most val- 
uable possession. It has been a persistent fight to 
keep it from being impaired by a gridiron of street 
railroads and a lot of buildings unconnected with park 
purposes, but it still retains sufficient of the natural 
conformation of the land and the forest trees to make 
appropriate the name originally given it. We believe 
that the increasing value of the park as a recreation 
ground is so impressed upon the people of St. Louis 
that they will persist in saving it for park purposes. 

The one possession of Col. Bell—he was a Colonel 
by courtesy—which gave him a nation-wide reputa- 
tion was his voice. He had a wonderful voice. If 
in his prime there was one better in the United 
States, it was not discovered. It was clear, strong, 
sonorous, and could reach with distinctness to the 
farthest corner of the largest convention hall. He 
was an ardent Democrat, but it was on account of 
his voice that he was selected as secretary of five na- 
tional Democratic conventions. There were then no 
loud speakers, and a clear, penetrating voice was 
necessary to reach all the delegates in a convention 
hall. Mr. Bell’s voice did that. 

Always interested in polétics and public questions, 
Mr. Bell maintained that interest until he was wholly 
incapacitated by age and illness. To the last year or 
two of his life communications penned by him ap- 
peared in the newspapers. He served with credit 
and usefulness in several public offices, besides his 
membership in the Legislature. He filled that van- 
ished and almost forgotten office of Excise Commis- 
sioner under Gov. Stone. He was the first Com- 
missioner. He was Superintendent of Foreign Mails 
under President Cleveland. Everyone who attended 
a Democratic national convention during his active 
life remembers the man with the corncob pipe, the 
beard and the marvelous voice.

FIGURES ON MISSOURI FARMS. 

In the Census Bureau bulletin entitled “Agricul- 
ture: Missouri, Statistics by Counties,” row on row 
of figures tell the story of the State and its farms. 
As elsewhere over the country, the trend here is to- 
ward fewer and larger farms, with more tenants and 
fewer owners. The number of-farms has diminished 
from 284,886 in 1900 to 255,940 in 1930. Te#al own- 


jers have decreased from 196,158 to 165,312 in the | 
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same period, and tenants have increased from 86,897 
to 89,076. The area under cultivation is about 
2,000,000 acres smaller than in 1920. These facts cor- 
respond with the population figures showing an in-y 
crease of 17.2 per cent in the State’s urban group in| 
the last decade, and a decrease of 2.6 per cent in the 
rural. All this is a reflection of the cityward trend 
that bulks so largely in our economic problem. 

The heavy loss borne by farmers since 1920 is an- 
other factor in agriculture’s plight. Missouri farm 
lands shrank $1,288,243,975 in value, more than 50 
per cent, in the last decade, to a point even lower 
than the figure for 1910, before the war inflation be- 
gan. The boom thus is more than deflated, to the 
accompaniment of a loss greater than that of any 
other part in the State’s economic structure. It takes 
a sturdy industry, manned by energetic personnel, to 
survive such a blow. The increase in farm pur- 
chases recently reported over the State indicates con- 
fidence in a revival on a basis more solid than the 
artificial stimulus of the boom. 
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JUDGE JONES’ ELECTION. 

Illinois is apparently fortunate in the new mem- 
ber of her Supreme Court. The election of Judge 
Norman L. Jones to succeed the late Justice Farm- 
er constitutes a strong argument in behalf of the 
elective judiciary. 

Only a small part of Judge Jones’ heavy majority 
over Harold S. Williams, his opponent, was 
due to the fact he is a Democrat and Mr. Williams a 
Republican, in this time of political discontent. 
Throughout the district voters knew of Judge Jones’ 
long and praiseworthy career in the law and on 
the bench. They were acquainted with his ad- 
vocacy of court procedure simplification and fhe ab- 
olition of outmoded legal terms and practices and 
his work as an Illinois representative to the Ameri- 
can Law Institute, dedicated to such reforms. They 
remembered his splendid race against Len Small for 
Governor in 1924, when he ran almost 1,000,000 votes 
ahead of his party, and would have been elected 
save for the Coolidge landslide. It was an oppor- 
tunity to promote a proved man and the district 
made the most of it. 
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A DOCTOR ON SPINACH.

Male and female, they 
are braggarts, every last one of them, and they chirp 
or rumble endlessly about their vicious weakness as 
if it were a shining virtue for which they ought 
to be rewarded, say, with a ribbon of the Legion of 
Honor, or a Congressional Medal, or, anyhow, with 
membership in the Wickersham Commission. It is 
the votaries of spinach whom a depressed world 
would fain wallop. And the sponsors of the spinach, 
the austere members of his own profession who 
stuffed the abomination down the throats of trust- 
ing patients, has not Dr. Pohiman any bright, snappy 
plan for them?

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The N ew Crop of State Legislation 


Wrestling with depression, many states passed laws to regulate business, but few pro- 
vided for unemployment relief; spurred by wave of failures, wide banking restric- 
tions were imposed; more rigid control placed over utilities; trend to higher taxes; 
regulation of busses and trucks provided; seven states enacted old age pensions.

pipe line legislation was passed this year, 
placing pipe lines for natural or artificial 
gas under the usual public utility regula- 
tions. The Wisconsin Legislature initiated 
a referendum to allow the state to go into 
the power business. In New York a state 
power authority was created to develop St. 
Lawrence River power. In Pennsylvania, 
where a big drive against utilities has been 
launched by Gov. Pinchot, the legislative 
results were the passage of two _ utility 
measures of minor importance. 

Aroused by the wave of bank failures, 
Legislatures set up a levee of regulatory 
legislation. Hardly a state failed to im- 
pose some new restriction. The movement 
is important since more than two-thirds of 
the nation’s banks are under state jurisdic- 
tion. Whether good banking can be legis- 
lated or must come in some other manner 
remains to be seen. Five states increased 
the minimum capital necessary to start a 
bank. Since one important cause for fail- 
ures has been insufficient capital, this 
movement is progressive. 
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law manufacturers. Perhaps in answer 

to the hard-times cry, ‘“‘There ought to 
be a law”; perhaps because it is easier to 
tax than economize, this year saw greater 
activity in 44 state houses, much of which 
affects business. The Business Week pre- 
sents the result of this activity in the first 
comprehensive review of the new laws. 

Both business and the individual will pay 
generally higher taxes henceforth. Most 
states followed the trend of recent years, 
raised taxes rather than lowered expendi- 
tures. The Business Week found at least 
45 cases of increased taxes in eight differ- 
ent categories, but only eight cases of de- 
creased taxes. In addition, revisions and 
reclassifications were general. Several 
States made no changes. 

The shift to income taxes as a revenue 
source was significant. This trend has been 
conspicuous in recent years. Twelve states 
took steps to increase rates or to impose 
new income taxes, including three which 
plan to submit the question to referendum. 

Public utilities were next in order of 
activity, nine states increasing their tax 
burden or imposing new taxes. Lower rates 
were put into effect in Alabama. Many 
new regulatory laws also were passed. Nine 
states imposed or raised corporate fran- 
chise taxes and two lowered their rates. 

Inheritance taxes were increased or new 
ones imposed in five states. Two, Oregon 
and Ohio, increased taxes on intangibles; 
Vermont and Washington lowered thems 

The railroads, already suffering from low 
revenues, will pay more taxes in Arizona, 
Montana and North Carolina, but less in 
Ohio. Insurance companies will pay higher 
taxes in Arkansas, South Carolina and Wis- 
consin, 

One significant trend was reduction in 
penalties for tax delinquencies in six states 
—Georgia, Minnesota, Nevada, New Jersey, 
Washington and Wisconsin. This was a 
direct outgrowth of the depression. In 
addition several states revised tax laws to 
grant reciprocity for allowances made by 
other states. 
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The branch banking question was widely 
discussed, and four states passed laws legal- 
izing branches but on a very restricted scale. 
Arkansas prohibited chain banking. Other 
significant laws were those establishing 
penalties for false statements by banks in 
Arizona and Indiana. 

In contrast to what was accomplished in 
the way of taxation and business regulation, 
Legislatures did little for unemployment re- 
lief. The measures are neither numerous 
nor far-reaching. 

Special appropriations for state highways 
and building construction were the usual 
methods of.relief. Such measures were 
taken by Arizona, California, Massachusetts, 
Minnesota, New York and Washington. 
Wisconsin and Arizona set aside the pro- 
ceeds from the increase in gasoline taxes, 
while Illinois, Ohio and Pennsylvania au- 
thorized certain cities to issue bonds to 
provide for the unemployment emergency. 
In California, Connecticut and Massachu- 
setts, commissions were set up to study the 
problem. 

Old-age pension laws were passed in Col- 
orado, Delaware, Idaho, New Hampshire, 
New Jersey, Wisconsin, Wyoming. Funds 
for the Massachusetts old-age relief will be 
derived from a head tax of $1 on all males 
over 20 years of age during 1931 and 1932 
and from increased inheritance tax rates. 
In Pennsylvania, Gov. Pinchot's proposal 
to-amend the Constitution to permit the 
Legislature to appropriate for old-age pen- 
sions was passed, but must be voted a sec- 
ond time before it can be submitted to 
voters for ratification. 

Legislation on bus and motor truck trans- 
portation has been plentiful this year, due 
principally to the agitation of railroad in- 
terests. Its principal effects- are tighter 
control over highway carriers and higher 
taxes. Greater regulatory powers were es- 
tablished in 17 states. In Georgia and In- 
diana the drastic regulations imposed on 
busses this year are being questioned as 
to constitutionality. Gasoline taxes were 
boosted 1 cent or 2 cents in 31 states. Reg- 

spre, fees were incr@ased in 18, reduced 
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The outstanding features of the 19381 
legislation regulating public utilities are 
more rigid control over utility companies 
established in nine states and the action of ' 
two states in prohibiting sales of electrical 
appliances and such articles by utility com- 
panies. Radical measures in different 
states were practically all defeated. 

Laws tightening the state's regulatory 
power over utilities were passed by Iowa, 
Kansas, Michigan, New York, North Caro- 
lina, Oregon, Texas, Vermont and Wiscon- 
sin. In New York all private water com- 
panies were placed under supervision of 
the Public Service Commission. Enactment 
of this law comes after 20 years of effort 
to regulate rates and charges of water com- 
panies in the state. Regulations prohibit- 
ing sales of accessory merchandise by utili- 
ties were adopted by Kansas and Okla- 
homa. Similar measures, advocated by elec- 
trical dealers and hardware stores were de- 
feated in 11 other states.

The distribution center is a com-| 
bination factory and store, the sys- 
tem and order of which any first- 
class commercial establishment 
might be proud. Garments of ev- 
ery description, ranging from fur- 
trimmed winter coats to cotton 
BVDs,* clean, mended, made over 
and ready-to-wear hang from racks 
or repose in boxes, classified, la- 
beled as to size and style of gar- 
ment so that all the “salesperson”’ 
has to do is turn to the proper 
department and produce the gar- 
ment called for. Requisition lists 
are issued and applicants investi- 
gated and vouched for by the fol- 
lowing agencies: Provident Associa- 
tion, St. Vincent de Paul Society, 
Jewish Council, Salvation Army, 
Bureaus of Homeless Men and 
Women and the Red Cross. Appli- 
cants have been served at the Pine 
street store every Tuesday and Sat- 
urday during the summer, but the 
bureau will be open every morning 
after Labor day. 
Since last January 12,000 requisi- 
tions have been honored and 80,000 
garments distributed, but the stock 
continues to replenish itself so that 
seldom does a clerk have to say, 
“We're out of that.” Most of the 
garments have been worn, but 
there have been contributions of 
new materials which are made up 
on the place and new garments, 
such as a large. consignment froin 
the Needlework Guild, whose con- 
ditions of membership require a 
contribution of two or more gar- 
ments of wearing apparel or house- 
hold linen per year.

Convulsion 
ONVULSIONS in children are 

CC territying to parents, and fre- 
quently tax the diagnostic skill 

of the physician. 

For somehow time and accumu- 

lated experience have taught us all 

to look upon convulsive seizuitis 


with serious concern. 


They may signify little, and yet, 
they may be the first signs of seri- 
ous and sometimes fatal illnesses. 


All young children and especially 
infants, are liable to suffer convul- 
sions. Those whose nutrition is 
poor and who suffer from rickets 
are especially susceptible. 


When convulsive seizures appear 
in very young infants, say, during 
the first four months of life, they 
are likely to be due to injuries to 
the brain and its coverings suffered 
during birth. . 
In older infants convulsions are 
more liable to be due to an insta- 
bility or excessive irritability of the 
nerve centers. 

' Convulsive seizures which are de- 
scribed as involuntary, rhythmic 
spasms of the muscles of the face, 
trunk or extremities, or all of them, 
usually accompanied by loss of con- 
sciousness, are explained as ab- 
normal and irregular nervous dis- 
charges from the motor portion of 
the brain. 

Given a child with an intact nerv- 
ous system, but one which is un- 
stable, convulsive seizures are lia- 
ble to be brought on by a multi- 
tude of causes. 

Thus, what is in common lan- 
guage called a gastric upset, may 
bring on a seizure. Overfeeding 
and indigestion may have the like 
effect. 

The onset of certain diseases is 
frequently marked by a convulsion, 
particularly pneumonia, scarlet fe- 
ver and severe intestinal diseases. 

Convulsive seizures are a com- 
mon and serious complication in 
whooping cough. 

They are also, of course, com- 
mon, as might be expected, in dis- 
eases of the brain and its coverings.
